[FBIS Translated Excerpt] New Year's wishes were pre- 
sented this morning to President Ange Felix Patasse by 
the government in its entirety, led by Prime Minister 
Jean-Luc Mandaba, and the members of the diplomatic 
corps. [passage omitted] 


The first to be introduced into the reception room of the 
Renaissance Palace was the government, led by Prime 
Minister Jean-Luc Mandaba. First, the head of govern- 
ment reviewed 15 months of rule. He recalled the 
successful democratization in the country with the pres- 
idential group losing the general elections. The govern- 
ment was only faced with emergency cases in a difficult 
economic context rendered more difficult by the deval- 
uation of the CFA franc. For Dr. Jean-Luc Mandaba, 
1995 will be a year of achievements, the implementation 
of the various projects expanded in 1994, and especially 
the maintenance of peace. In any case the government 
will continue to be united, Professor Jean-Luc Mandaba 
concluded: 


[Begin Mandaba recording] Mr. President of the 
Republic and head of state, on behalf of the government 
and on my own behalf, | wish you a happy New Year 
1995. Your Excellency, president of the Republic, in the 
year that has just ended, the government was confronted 
with difficulties of all kinds. On the political level, what 
seemed to be a gain after the assessment of the democ- 
ratization process which was undertaken a year ago 
under your auspices was jeopardized in the latter part of 
December 1994 by a part of the presidential group. In 
the economic sector, the devaluation of the CFA franc 
contributed to compounding the difficulties left behind 
by the former segime. In all, in 1994, the government 
only inherited emergency cases which it had to resolve 
on a daily basis. In the social sector, the government was 
faced with demands of all kinds, enormous social prob- 
lems inherited from the previous regime. The govern- 
ment has to appeal for dialogue, consultations, 2nd the 
sense of patriotism. 


However, 1995 which has just begun will be for the 
government a year of economic organization and main- 
tenance of the gains of 1994—namely, social peace, 
dialogue, and consultation. That is why this government 
would like to reaffirm its strong determination to sup- 
port your dynamic action so that the program for which 
you were elected and which was the subject of my 
address to the National Assembly can be successfully 
implemented. 


Furthermore, in 1995, the various economic projects 
elaborated in 1994 will be effectively implemented. The 
government therefore promises to safeguard social peace 
in order to deserve the confidence that the Central 
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African people have renewed in you by overwhelmingly 
approving the Constitution that you have submitted to 
them through referendum, considering the large number 
of yes votes as against the no votes which were strongly 
recommended by certain political parties in the country. 
Whatever the case, despite the recent stance of some 
political parties in the presidential group, the govern- 
ment will remain united for the continuation of the 
program that we drew together in January 1994, a 
program for the development and well-being of all the 
Central African people. 


Finally, all the members of the government here wish 
you, your family, and all those dear to you good health, 
long life, and prosperity in 1995. Thank you. [end 
recording] 


In response, the president of the Republic, Ange Felix 
Patasse, said he was not fond of easy solutions because, 
according to the head of state, difficulties characterize a 
man of action. Ange Felix Patasse appealed to all his 
countrymen who struggle for change to try and overcome 
difficulties through dialogue and consultation. The head 
of state recalled that the new Constitution which he 
promised during his investiture is now a reality and it is 
the nicest gift that can be made in this early new year 
period. Let us listen to the head of state: 


[Begin Patasse recording] Mr. Prime Minister and head 
of government, it is with a light heart that I have received 
the wishes of the government, the government of change. 
I congratulate you because your tasks are not easy, and it 
is because they are not easy that they are beautiful. It is 
because they are not easy that you need self-denial, 
courage, and a high sense of patriotism. We have never 
retreated from any difficulties. I like difficult situations 
because it is the act that characterizes a man of action, 
the man who wants to revive the Central African 
Republic, the Fifth Republic, our Republic, the demo- 
cratic Republic, a republic that seeks to be prosperous. 
We have major assets; we are rich indeed, and if all the 
sons of this country really want us to bring our country 
from the catastrophic situation that we have inherited, 
then we can nghtly say that we are on the right course. 
[passage omitted] 


In one year, I can say the results are encouraging. It is 
true, it is true. We inherited a very difficult situation. We 
must not hide this. But as I have already said, if we want 
to turn around and take a look at the distance covered, 
we will lose our way. That is why we must resolutely look 
to the future, a radiant future, so that we can tell the 
Central African citizen he has made the good choice; the 
good choice, first, for the change that has taken place. I 
promised the Central African people that if I was elected 
I would give the country a really democratic Constitu- 
tion. This has come true. The sovereign Central African 
people have decided to have a new Constitution. It is this 
nice gift that we owe these people that we love with all 
our heart and who love us. That is the truth. 


People allege that this Constitution 1s made to suit my 
objectives. Of course, I am a democrat and I want the 
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country to be really democratic. If 1 wanted to cheat the 
people, I would not organize a referendum. I would pass 
through Parliament and the Constitution could be 
adopted at over 80 percent. But I wanted every segment 
of the Central African people in every part of the 
Republic to commend themselves. [passage omitted]

[FBIS Translated Text] Nineteen-ninety-four will have 
been the year of the Rwandan tragedy. In view of the 
current situation in Rwanda and in the sub-region of the 
Great Lakes, there are some who are wondering whether 
the tribulations of this people are over, and whether this 
country can emerge from the horror and find peace and 
security once more. 


The military victory of the Rwandan Patriotic Front 
[RPF] in July 1994 over the government forces led many 
Rwandan people as well as external observers to believe 
that the war was coming to an end and that a new era was 
dawning for Rwanda. Hence the attempts of the demo- 
crats who had survived the massacres and genocide to 
arrive at a political compromise with the RPF which 
would make it possible to set up transitional institutions 
complying with the Arusha peace accords. But they were 
unsuccessful. 


In fact, the militaristic and radical faction of the RPF, its 
vision clouded by its military successes, lost no time in 
disregarding the Arusha accords and starting to set up an 
autocratic regime and a police state. 


By deliberately violating these accords, which are an 
integral part of basic Rwandan law, the RPF has entered 
into the logic of the provisional government of April 
1994, that of the fait accompli and illegitimacy. In so 
doing, it has consciously deprived itself of a solid polit- 
ical base composed of the democratic opposition, which 
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has paid a heavy tribute for its commitment to a struc- 
tural change in regime and the establishment of a plu- 
ralist democracy in Rwanda. 


In a declaration entitled “Position of the MDR [Repub- 
lican Democratic Movement] Party on the Current 
Major Problems of Rwanda” adopted by its executive on 
6 November, the MDR-Kigali branch acknowledged that 
the present government was operating illegally and was 
not complying with the Arusha peace accords. 


In particular, the following violations of the basic law 
were emphasized, and I quote: 


—Setting up the present government and presidential 
institution following the military victory of the RPF 
over the MRND [National Republican Movement for 
Democracy and Development] and its accomplices 
and in violation of certain provisions of the protocol 
relating to power sharing, particularly as regards the 
distribution of posts initially reserved for the MRND; 


—non-compliance of certain administrative depart- 
ments of the present government with the protocol 
relating to the state operating under the rule of law, 
especially as regards the exercise of political freedoms, 
and this under pressure from secret powers who have 
resolved to silence the political parties in this country 
and to prevent any consultation of the electorate; 


—violation of the provision of the peace accord relating 
to the duration of the transitional period which has 
been fixed at 5 years whereas it was initially scheduled 
to last 22 months; 


—slowness of the competent bodies to integrate the 
healthy elements of the former Rwandan Armed 
Forces into the new government Army; 


—current confusion between the executive and judicial 
powers, particularly at territorial administration level. 


As the protocols on the rule-of-law state, power sharing, 
integration of the Armed Forces, and the transitional 
measures have been violated, not much is left of the 
Arusha peace accords. As these accords are an integral 
part of basic Rwandan law, it is clear that this law is 
being violated and that the institutions emerging from it 
are being built on illegal foundations. 


In a declaration published in Brussels on 22 December 
1994, the social democratic faction of the Party in 
Belgium denounced “the assassinations, the massive 
slaughters, the disappearances, and arbitrary imprison- 
ment of which the RPF Army continues to be guilty.” It 
adds: “In view of the scale of these sad deeds, we cannot 
put them down to isolated elements of this Army giving 
way to feelings of vengeance. This argument has proved 
(to be) a false alibi.” 


It emerges from these two statements that the Rwandan 
democrats who survived the massacres and genocides 
have become aware that a new dictatorship is emerging 
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which, using pseudo-nationalist language, is proceeding 
to appropriate power by force and hold on to it by terror. 


Even worse: An ethnocentric radical movement is devel- 
Oping within the RPF which is carrying out maneuvers 
with the ultimate aim of partitioning Rwanda into two 
ghettos each populated by people of the same ethnic 
origin: Tutsis in the south and east, Hutus in the north 
and west. Such a step is being accompanied by acts of 
ethnic cleansing and is creating lasting conflict situa- 
tions. 


As regards the refugee problem, the government in 
power is giving this scant attention and is surreptitiously 
tending to regard all these refugees as butchers who must 
pay for their crimes in the misery of the camps. In so 
doing, the current regime is forgetting that the genocide 
was the work of organized and politically identified 
groups, that most of the refugees are at the same time 
victims of the civil troubles and the war, and ask only to 
live in peace and security in their own country. 


The RPF regime is thus entering into old practices of 
exclusion and is resorting to political and ethnic bipolar- 
ization maneuvers which people thought had been over- 
thrown with the collapse of the MRND regime. Such 
political behavior can only lead to fresh clashes and 
prolong the suffering of the Rwandan people. 


Unfortunately, there are some perverse intellectuals and 
underhand politicians trying to harness the Rwandan 
tragedy and use it to establish a neofascist ideology with 
a divisive and ethnocentric nature. It is frankly wrong to 
justify a dictatorship due to the mere fact that there has 
been genocide and that anything goes after genocide. 
This genocide was committed against the entire 
Rwandan people, and no political force, even the RPF 
has the right to appropriate this painful event to cover up 
for its own crimes and reinstate the dictatorship. It is 
imperative to forestall the establishment of a new dicta- 
torship which can only lead the country to a new 
disaster. 


The Rwandan democratic opposition, the main victim of 
the massacres and genocide which cast a tragic shadow 
over Rwanda in 1994, will have to mobilize itself in 
order to ensure the return to legality, put a stop to human 
rights violations, ensure the emergence of good demo- 
cratic governance, and the return of Rwandan refugees 
to their property, in complete safety. 


It is an historic task for the Rwandan democrats to force 
the political and military factions responsible for the 
present disaster to cast off their war mentality and enter 
into a sincere and determined search for a solid political 
compromise that will put an end to cyclical confronta- 
tions of an ethnic or regionalist nature. 


Such a compromise can be achieved provided that the 
Arusha peace accords are accepted in their entirety and 
appiied correctly. These accords establish a new political 
order in Rwanda built on: 
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— the establishment of a true rule-of-law state within the 
framework of a pluralist democracy; 


— consensual power sharing between different political 
forces in the country; 


— the creation of a true national Army serving the 
country and the Rwandan people and without any 
allegiance to a political party, region, or ethnic group; 


— the inalienable mght of Rwandan refugees to return to 
their country, recover their possessions and enjoy all 
their rights, particularly their civil and political rights. 


It is time, therefore, that the Rwandan politicians and 
the international community realize that it is no longer 
possible to support a permanent system of confrontation 
in Rwanda. They must rediscover the meaning of polit- 
ical dialogue and accept a negotiated solution to the 
Rwandan conflict. The Rwandan democrats are deter- 
mined to make this gamble successful and to make 1995 
a year of hope for the thousands of Rwandans in distress.

Mobutu Supposedly Backs Tshisekedi’s Return

{[FBIS Translated Text] Etienne Tshisekedi, the prime 
minister elected by the Sovereign National Conference 
who does not recognize the government of Kengo wa 
Dondo, claimed this weekend that President Mobutu 
was “100 percent in agreement” with the proposals he 
had sent him with regard to his return to power. 


These comments add to those made last week by the 
president’s principal advisor, Vunduawe Te Pemako, 
and Zairian business leader Bemba Saolona. They say 
that the current government should be replaced by an 
executive body of national unity led by Tshisekedi. 


At present it is very difficult to say whether Mobutu is 
actually involved in these declarations. According to 
SALONGA, which is close to the presidency, and the 
vice president of the MPR [Popular Movement of the 
Revolution], the marshal’s own party, Vunduawe and 
Bemba were acting at their own initiative and in no way 
had Mobutu’s ascent. 


Furthermore during the recent presentation of his New 
Year speech, the “Guide” gave a reminder that the 
Kengo government was accepted by everyone. It is hard 
to imagine him putting a spoke in its wheels when Zaire 
has regained a little credit on the international stage. 
Furthermore, many agree that a new political crisis 
would cause great prejudice to the country, but above all 
to the Zairian people. 


Meanwhile the Kengo government is continuing to work. 
It has just decided to close five diamond offices in order 
to fight the smuggling of precious stoncs, which costs the 
state millions of dollars every year. 
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Last August the government announced it would 
strengthen the law providing for the withdrawal of 
licences from offices with sales below $1.5 million. The 
law targets companies suspected of declaring only a 
small part of their business to the tax authorities and not 
paying tax on most of their activities. 


Therefore Afridiam, Diamco, Comez, Cenad, and Kin- 
Diamant have been requested to cease their activities. 
Seven businesses are still operating, including a De Beers 
subsidiary. These “good” offices have had their licenses 
extended by three years and will receive tax incentives. 


Diamond exports earned the Zairian state $296.4 mil- 
lion in 1994. 


Central Bank Issues Causing Political Rift

going on for days now between Zairian Prime Minister 
Kengo wa Dondo and representatives of the presidential 
party, led by Bemba Saolona and Vunduawe Te Pemako, 
Mobutu’s principal private secretary [and chief of staff]. 


The latest incident concerns a letter addressed to the 
prime minister in which Vunduawe apparently claims 
that a procedure to prohibit the deputy governor of the 
Bank of Zaire from exercising his activities, did not have 
the head of state’s approval. 


According to this letter, Deputy Governor Mantomina 
Kiala must remain at his post until the conclusion of the 
procedure to find a replacement and should not be 
suspended from his duties in the meantime. 


We know that the problem of the governor’s dismissal 
has been settled insofar as the transitional parliament 
~ has backed the government on the issue. However, the 
parliamentarians still have to give their opinion on the 
deputy governor. This opinion will then be conveyed to 
President Mobutu for execution by order. 


But this matter in fact conceals other more crucial 
questions. 


Bemba and Vunduawe—the latter apparently no longer 
enjoying Mobutu’s favor—are determined to make life 
difficult for Kengo. They have already succeeded in 
being heard by the great majority of the radical opposi- 
tion, whose newspapers were the only ones to report this 
presidential “reaction”, and could try to get a motion of 
censure through parliament. Kengo would then be forced 
to resign. 


One can also wonder to what extent the prime minister is 
seeking to control the Central Bank for practical reasons 
which he may not care to admit. A document trans- 
mitted to the Central Bank’s Management Committee by 
Finance Minister Pierre Pay Pay makes surprising 
reading. The minister asks for the forged notes recently 
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seized in Mbandaka and transferred to the Central Bank 
to be used to pay civil servants. 


When you consider that 14 tonnes of notes were seized, 
you may well consider that there is no doubt a way here 
of settling some of the practical problems and thus 
defusing possible sources of trouble. 


Just a few days ago, the civil servants were prevented 
from demonstrating in protest at the failure to pay their 
wages and at government plans to cut staff.

[FBIS Translated Text] The atmosphere in Kinshasa is 
one of political maneuvering on the subject of that 
cornerstone of power in Zaire: control of the Central 
Bank. 


First there are the newspapers. Attacks against Prime 
Minister Kengo in the pro-Tshisekedi press criticizing 
him for heading the transitional government in the place 
of the radical opposition leader have been boosted in 
recent weeks by attacks from SOFT. The latter published 
a report on the funds Kengo is alleged to have embezzled 
under the single-party system. A long-standing supporter 
of the present prime minister, SOFT is now seen as 
having changed its colors due to the financial difficulties 
and to have come down behind the “hawks” of the 
Mobutu camp. 


Then there are the three meetings held since December 
between leading figures from the hawks camp— 
Vunduawe and Bemba—on the one hand, and 
Tshisekedi on the other. Mrs. Justine Kasa Vubu, radical 
Opposition spokesperson in Brussels, believes they were 
trying to “convince Tshisekedi to take control of the 
situation” as prime minister, but have not yet received a 
reply. But why should Kengo be more feared by the 
hawks of the Mobutu camp than the fiery Tshisekedi? 


The Bank 


Various parties who are witness to the events have a 
simple explanation. The transitional parliament .nust 
soon appoint the future governors and assistant gover- 
nors of the Central Bank and this is causing a “stir” 
among its members. 


The Mobutists stress that the governor proposed by the 
Kengo team—former Gecamine president and finance 
minister Djamboleka—is a founder member of Kengo’s 
own party, the UDI [Union of Independent Democrats], 
and that his appointment has not been the subject of 
political consultation. 


Circles close to Kengo qualify this view, pointing out 
that Kikata, the proposed deputy governor, is a Mobutu 
man. The Djamboleka-Kikata ticket is the result of a 
choice made by the president and the prime minister 
from among the eight candidates proposed “by the two 
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political families.” These consisted of five from the 
USORAL [Sacred Union of the Radical Opposition and 
Allies}—which includes half the ministers, inc! :ding 
three from Tshisekedi’s party but without his backing— 
and three from the presidential party. 


They add that these subjects will be examined at the 
special parliamentary session, to which Mobutu has just 
agreed, following a further heated exchange bet. “n the 
Kengo government and the Mobutu hawks. The pro- 
Kergo camp claim that the president’s private secretary, 
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Vunduawe, changed the authorization to open an 
extraordinary parliamentary session as submitted for 
signing by the head of state, in order to limit the items on 
the agenda to the continuation of debates on the budget 
and .ae law setting up an electoral commission. Leaving 
out discussions on... the Central Bank, appointments to 
the head of public enterprises and the provinces, etc. In 
all, 11 other items which would not have been discussed 
until April, if the Kengo government had not finally won 
the day. 
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Botha Statement on U.S.-Koeberg Nuclear Issue

result of wide media reporting on the above issue. 


In a publication entitled ““Koeberg: Eskom’s [Electricity 
Supply Commission] Nuclear Success Story’’, wntten by 
Stuart Murray and published by Churchill Murray Pub- 
lications, it is alleged that the United States under 
President Carter stood in the way of the delivery of 
enriched uranium to South Africa. This 1s true. In terms 
of the Nuclear Non-Proliferation Act which was passed 
by the American Congress in 1978, a ban was placed on 
the provision, direct or indirect, of American enriched 
uranium to any country which refused to open its 
nuclear installations for inspection by the International 
Atomic Energy Agency. At that time, South Africa 
refused to do this and it was therefore impossible to 
obtain enriched uranium for Koeberg from the United 
States. 


The publication describes how it became possible for 
Koeberg nevertheless in the end to obtain the fuel 
elements from France in order to get started. It is also 
alleged that an agreement between South Africa and the 
United States under the Reagan administration was 
entered into in terms of which the United States would 
not stand in the way of deliveries from France of nuclear 
fuel elements to Koeberg, provided South Africa would 
pursue negotiations in good faith leading to a resolution 
of the Namibian question. That is not correct. 


The United States did not set such a condition—at least 
not as far as I am aware. The extent of my involvement 
in the problem concerning the provision of fuel elements 
for Koeberg can be summed up as follows: 


The first Koeberg reactor was due to begin operations in 
1982. Nuclear fuel elements or rods had therefore to be 
manufactured and delivered for placing in the reactor in 
order to initiate and maintain the process of heating and 
the creation of steam. The fuel elements are manufac- 
tured from enriched uranium. All uranium atoms con- 
tain 92 protors and the great majority contain 146 
neutrons, 238 in all. There are however uranium atoms 
which contain only 143 neutrons, i.e. a total of 235 
particles. There exist therefore different forms of the 
same element known as an isotope. Hence the expres- 
sions uranium 238 and uranium 235. Every thousand 
atoms of uranium contains only 7, i.e. 0.7 percent of the 
uranium 235 isotore. 


Uranium 235 is an unstable form of uranium which is 
easier to split than uranium 238. In order to make fuel 
for a power station like Koeberg the presence or concen- 
tration of uranium 235 must be increased from 0.7 
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percent to 3 or 4 percent. This is called enrichment. 
Power stations like Koeberg therefore use low-enriched 
uranium. (!n order to make nuclear weapons the ura- 
nium necds to be enriched to as high as 90 percent). The 
enriched uraaium is initially in the form of a gas. It is 
then converted into powder in the form of pellets which 
are placed in a rod. These elements are then placed in a 
reactor which forms the core of the heating process 
required in order to boil water to create steam driving 
the turbines which in turn generate electrical power. 


The problem in the case of Eskom’s United S:ates 
contract arose because it was accepted that the United 
States would comply with its side of the deal. In terms of 
the contract Eskom was required to deliver an enormous 
amount of normal uranium to the United States Depart- 
ment of Ere:gy for enrichment. The publication’s ver- 
sion of the course of events concerning this unfortunate 
coniract, 1s correct. It comes down to the fact that the 
enriched uraniu:n could never be shipped to South 
Africa—or any other destination for fue! manufacture if 
it was destined for South Africa. But at the same time 
Eskom was obliged to continue to deliver uranium and, 
on top of that, to pay for the enrichment process without 
any possibility of receiving anything in return. 


The United States Department of Energy’s point was 
that there was a binding contract which made uncondi- 
tional delivery and payment for enrichment binding. 
They could therefore not be held responsible for laws 
which governments had made in ihe meantime and 
which had the effect of prohibiting the delivery of the 
enriched product. They insisted on the strict execution 
of the letter of the contract. 


Eskom simply had to endure this strangle hold with all 
the nightmares of a nuclear power station near Cape 
Town never becoming operative as weli as the nightmare 
of R2 billion [rands] sitting on a Cape beach which could 
not even be converted into an hotel. 


It was against this background that I raised the Koeberg 
question with President Reagan when | met him in the 
White House on 15 May 1981. President Reagan became 
president in January 1981 after he defeated President 
Jimmy Carter in the presidential elections in November 
1980. I was asked by Eskom to raise the question of the 
enriched uranium. It was a burning issue. My visit to 
Washington was my first since the new administration 
came t9 power. Thirty-two appointments were arranged. 
On 12 May 1981 I had talks with the United States 
ambassador to the United Nations Ms Jeanne Kirk- 
patrick, on 14 May a long discussion with General Haig 
and on 15 May with President Reagan. 


By the time it was clear that the new administration was 
keen to make speedy progress in finding a solution for 
the Namibian question, Resolution 435 of the Security 
Courcil was then more than two years old and lay in 
tatters. | informed President Reagan about our problems 
concerning the ongoing South West Africa/Namibia 
negotiations with the United Nations representative. 
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They were largely concerned with the 7,500 United 
Nations troops which were due to go to South West 
Africa. For us this figure was too high. The 15,000 
Cuban troops in Angola represented a second and even 
more serious problem. We also discussed the position in 
the other countries of southern Africa. 


When I saw that time was running short, I raised the 
question of Koeberg.

Mr Omar said on Tuesday he supported the indepen- 
dence of the attorneys-general and believed they “should 
be able to prosecute fearlessly without any political 
interference”. 


However, the new constitutional dispensation created a 
situation in which attorneys-general were often required 
to decide on policy matters. 
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“Clearly, policy-making is not for the attorneys-general 
but for the government.” 


Mr Omar said legislation establishing the indepeadence 
of attorneys-general and magistrates was introduced only 
“in the dying days of the apartheid system”. 


“We have to look at whether the system we have at 
present can deal with the new constitutional order.”

“Internationally the feeling among human rights experts 
and organisations is that where such persons continue to 
hold office it undermines the quest to build a human 
rights culture, especially when such persons occupy a 
position of trust.” Mr Omar said he was satisfied the 
draft bill’s provisions were in line with the Constitution 
but he would not object to anyone challenging it in the 
constitutional court. “I have considered whether there 
may be a need to refer the bill to the Constitutional 
Court. I would welcome clarification by the Constitu- 
tional Court as to the constitutionality of specific provi- 
sions.” 


The draft bill, published for public comment in 
December, is to be debated by the National Assembly’s 
Select Committee on Justice from January 23 before 
being referred to Parliament. 
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Mr Omar said opponents of the truth commission who 
argued it would “re-open cld wounds” and undermine 
national reconciliation were “terribly mistaken” and 
“short-sighted”. ““The fallacy of their argument is that 
the wounds have not healed. We are not opening up 
wounds. The wounds are open and have not healed. The 
steps we are taking are to deal with those wounds. | am 
not raking up the past. The past is living with us.” 


He also denied right-wing allegations that the commis- 
sion was “a vendetta against Afrikaners”. “We are 
talking about people who committed human rights vio- 
lations. It does not matter from what quarter. There is 
not a single provision in the bill for a vendetta against 
anyone.” Mr Omar said people who had committed 
serious crimes had to be brought to justice in order to 
establish the rule of law in South Africa. This was the 
task of the judicial system, not the truth commission. If 
there was prima facie evidence of any crime it was up to 
the attorney-general to investigate and bring charges if 
necessary. 

Mr Omar said the African National Congress had been 
forced to compromise in cabinet to allay National Party 
objections to the draft bill. As a result a committee to 
hear applications for amnesty would operate behind 
closed doors. “There is good reason for the amnesty 
committee observing a rule that hearings be held in 
camera. But the in-camera provision relates only to the 
work of the amnesty committee not the rest of the 
commission.” 


Mr Omar said it was important the commission be 
composed of highly respected people. The commis- 
sioners, who will be appointed by President Nelson 
Mandela in consultation with the cabinet, should be 
people of integrity who were impartial, fair and compas- 
sionate, he said.

Companies said the changes meant they could lose out 
on existing long-term contracts which had been based on 
a fixed level of compensation. 


“Business was not warned or consulted in time,” said SA 
{South African] Chamber of Business (Sacob) 
spokesman on trade and industrial policy Bess Robert- 
son. The matter had not bee raised at the Exporters’ 
Advisory Council, an advisory body to government. One 
company said the new rules would make the remaining 
months of GEIS “even mote difficult”. Structural steel 
exporter Girder Naco said most of its contracts held for 
at least a year which meant it would be badly affected. 
Dorbyl Marine MD [managing director] Joe Bullough 
said the changes would affect Dorbyl’s core business of 
shipbuilding. It would be much harder to draw up 
contracts taking GEIS into account. “There is no guar- 
antee that GEIS will be paid on long delivery capital 
projects.” 


Another company complained that there was still no 
clarity on export support to replace GEIS, which often 
gave exporters most of their profit. However, one source 
said a GATT-compatible alternative could be 
announced in April. 


Sources said the cancellation of the concession could 
have been prompted by both a shortage of money, as the 
Trade and Industry Department would now have to pay 
out less compensation because of the rand’s inevitable 
depreciation, and by the department’s eagerness io 
comply with GATT. “Government has got more time— 
until 1997—to phase out GEIS in terms of GATT, so it’s 
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surprising that it has decided on this route,” said Credit 
Guarantee senior economist Luke Doig. 


Trade and Industry foreign trade chief director Bert 
Pienaar said the rand would have to depreciate severely 
for GEIS claims to be affected. “‘Furthermore, exporters 
are becoming very ingenious in window-dressing 
projects or products to qualify as projects or products of 
a capital nature. Such practices could give rise to another 
misuse of GEIS.”

Yoruba, Ibo Leaders Meet, Attempt New Alliance

[Begin Odunfa recording] Selected leaders drawn from 
all 14 southern states met privately on Monday [2 
January] at the instance of former military head of state, 
General Olusegun Obasanjo, a Yoruba. The meeting was 
held at the country home of former civilian governor and 
Ibo leader Chief Samuel Mbakwe, in eastern Nigeria. 
The Yoruba and the Ibo have for more than 40 years 
been mutually antagonistic to each other in the context 
for national political power. This hostility is regarded by 
many Nigerians as the reason for the inability of the 
south to wrest political power from the north, which is 
dominated by the Hausa. Although the meeting in 
(Avulu), Imo State, was not attended by most of the 
prominent Yoruba and Ibo leaders, it is regarded as a 
major first step in the difficult task of reconciling the two 
major ethnic groups. 

The host, Chief Mbakwe, recounted specific events 
which, according to him, caused the political hostility 
between the two, mentioning especially the failure of the 
Yoruba leaders to support secession by eastern Nigeria 
during the crisis which led to the civil war in 1967. Gen. 
Obasanjo on his part appealed to both sides to forgive 
each other in the national interest. After extensive dis- 
cussions behind closed doors, the leaders decided to set 
up a committee of eminent persons to look into all the 
issues raised and effect reconciliation toward achieving 
solidarity of all ethnic groups in southern Nigeria. 


In their communique released yesterday, the southern 
leaders urged the military government to work out a 
timetable which would lead to the establishment of a 
democratically elected government by | January next
